Only the fact that the national legis­ 
lature was adjourned for the holiday 
recess when the earthquake occurred 
prevented early action, although by

ship fleet, were diverted and ordered 
delivered as quickly as their speed 
capacity could take them to the scene 
of suffering and want. 
No such gen­ 
erous help ever was extended to a 
stricken people by this government be­ 
fore. 
The legislators, anticipating the 
president’s message and filled with a 
sympathetic desire to lend their votes 
to any proposition which would bring 
relief, were early in their seats and 
prepared to take immediate action. 
Confident that the further contribu­ 
tions of the American public will jus­ 
tify its assumption of responsibility 
in authorizing Ambassador Griscom at 
Rome to charter and load with sup­ 
plies a relief vessel, and also to trans­ 
port refugees, the American National 
Red Cross advanced the necessary 
means wherewith to meet the sugges­ 
tion of the ambassador and his com 
niittee of Americans in Rome.

lying about the floor, with the excep­ 
tion of the baby, which was dead in 
Its cradle 
The m other had used a 
22-caliber 
repeating 
rifle 
and 
had 
lined the children up along the floor,

bullet 
into each of their 
hearts. The eldest ran from the house 
and spread the alarm , but his wound 
proved fatal. 
He was the first one 
shot. 
His

Flushing, N. Y., Jan. 5.—Taking the 
witness stand In his own defense, 
Thornton Jenkins H ains for over four

of Captain Peter C. Hains, Jr., that 
counsel asserts caused the mental un­ 
balancing of the army officer and led 
to the killing of the publisher on 
sight.

W ashington, Jan. 5.—Today m arks 
(he expiration of the tim e set by the 
navy d ep artm ent for the receipt of 
bids for the equipm ent of the vessels 
and 
shore 
stations 
of the 
United 
States navy with new wireless tele 
graptly apparatus. 
When th e contract for the construc­ 
tion of the ap p aratu s is satisfactorily 
fulfilled 
tho 
wireless 
equipment 
of 
our navy will have no peer on earth 
and sea. 
T he d epartm ent will be able 
to com m unicate quickly with any ship 
of th e navy, no m atter where it may 
be stationed. 
The contract calls for the building 
and equipment of a high powered wire 
less telegraph station, the first of a 
number of sim ilar stations, one of 
which Is to be at San Francisco, with 
a radius of 3,000 miles; the installs 
♦Ion aboard each ship of two sets of 
instrum ents capable of sending m e s­ 
sages a distance of 1,000 miles and re­ 
ceiving m essages from a distance of 
3,000 miles, with a wireless telephone 
having a radius of IOO miles.

There Is naturally some eager­ 
ness on the part of W ashington girls to 
be counted among the friends of these 


and served until the end of the war. 
being In the arm ies of the Potomac, 
Ohio and Cum berland and rising to 
the rank of m ajor in the Sixth Indiana 
cavalry. 
Ills w ar record was a gal­ 
lant one and included some stirring 
episodes. 
At one time he was w ound­ 
ed and taken prisoner. 
After confine­ 
ment in a Confederate prison at Au­ 
gusta, Ga., he w as exchanged and re­ 
joined his regiment. 
A fter the w ar M ajor Smith engaged 
for a tim e in cotton planting in Mis­ 
sissippi, but the call to wield his tal­ 
ents In the field of Journalism proved 
a compelling one, and his career in the 
new spaper world w as begun as editor 
of the Terre H aute (Ind.) Mail. 
He 
subsequently acquired the Terre H aute 
Express, but removed it to Chicago, 
continuing its publication as the Chi­ 
cago Express. 
It was in 1882 th a t he 
established the American Press As­ 
sociation, and during the rest of his 
life he remained its president and gen­ 
eral manager, giving it his active inter­ 
est and thoughtful care. 
Although this 
association constitutes a notable m onu­ 
ment to M ajor Smith, it is quite possi­ 
ble th at In years to come he will be 
best 
remembered 
as 
a 
philosophic 
thinker and as the author of w orks 
bearing upon 
hum an character and 
destiny. 
Among these are "A Short 
View of G reat Questions,” "The Com­ 
ing Democracy." "Eternallsm ,” "Bal- 
ace” and ‘‘Agreement Between Science 
and Religion.” 
He was a great lover 
of nature, as was shown in the su r­ 
roundings of his home at Dobbs Ferry, 
N. Y.. and on his farm at Amawalk, 
N. Y.. where some of the finest speci­ 
mens of arboriculture are to be found. 
M ajor Smith was of most dignified 
bearing ami kindly manners, and his 
geniality made friends of all who en­ 
joyed his acquaintance. 
He married 
in 1881 Miss Evelyn V. Brady, and she 
and two daughters and a eon survive 
him.
